It reviews the many and often excellent 
ethnographic studies of the Dakota peoples of the far past and near present. The text provides minimal 
background necessary for understanding how Sioux traditions affect the current situations where “Indians” 
and “Whites” meet—and avoid—each other and try to educate, guide, manipulate, thwart and live with 
each other. The entire analysis contributes to an understanding not merely of Indian schools but also of 
the many urban schools which serve as the reformative, custodial, and constabulary arm of one element of 


society directed against another.
